This Amendment is filed in response to the Election Requirement dated May 5, 2004 issued 
by the United States Patent and Trademark Office in connection with the above-identified 
Application.

Claim 2 drawn to Embodiment 3 represented by Figures 3A - 3B, is withdrawn at this tune. 

Claims 4 and 6 drawn to Embodiment 4 represented by Figures 4A - 4B, are withdrawn at 
this time. 

Claim 7 drawn to Embodiment 2 represented by Figures 2A - 2B, is withdrawn at this time. 

Claim 9 drawn to Embodiment 5 represented by Figures 5A- 5C, is withdrawn at this time. 

In the Office action, the Examiner stated that currently, there are no generic claims. 
Applicants respectfully disagree with the statement, insofar as at least claim 1 covers all disclosed 
embodiments; accordingly, at least claim 1 is generic, and if allowed, should permit allowance of 
claims depending therefrom directed to non-elected species. Accordingly, Ihe Examiner is 
respectfully requested to reconsider the statement, and declare at least claim 1 generic. 

Applicants reserve all rights in these non-elected claims, claims 2, 4, 6-7 and 9, to file 
divisional and/or continuation patent applications.
